From there the boundary runs towards Northerly direction along the said sullage 
water drain upto its junction with Tea Estate Road which takes oil from Chakrata 
Road. Further boundary proceeds from this point In a straight line upto Boundary 
Pillar No. 1C- 

Ward No. II 

Wing No i. 1 , 2 and 3 Prem Nagar Refugee Camp. 

The boundary of this ward starts from junction of Chakrata Road and sullage 
water drain which is situated between Gurdwara and Sericulture Department 
building of the State Government proceeds along the sullage water drain due 
South upto its junction with a track running East West at the junction of the Flour 
Mill due West upto Its junction with Tyagi Road and further due West upto the 
junction of the ?ald track with sullage water drain by the side of Guru Nanak 
Higher Secondary School,

From there the boundary takes a turn towards West along katcha path upto Its 
junction with Tyagi Road. From there th e boundary runs along the Tyagi Road 
towards South and meets at the junction of Tyagi Road and Tea Estate Road.

of an illuminated advertisement or sky sign the greatest length and the greatest 
breadth will be taken into consideration. . 
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2. liability for payment— Every person who erects, exhibits, fixes or retains 
upon or over any land, building, wall, hoarding or structure any advertisement 
to public view in any manner whatsoever, in any place whether public or private, 
shall pay on every advertisement which is so erected, exhibited, fixed, retained or 
displayed to public view a tax calculated at such rates and in such manner as 
mentioned in paragraph 1 above: 


Provided that no tax shall be levied on any advertisement or a notice — 

(a) of public meeting, or 

(b) of an election to any legislative body or the Cantonment Board, St. 

Thomas Mount-cum-Pallavaram, or 

(c) of a candidature in respect of such an election: 


Provided further than no such tax shall be levied on any advertisement which 
is hot a sky sign and which — 

(a) is exhibited within the window of any building, or 

(b) relates to the trade or business carried on within the land or building 

upon or over which such advertisement Is exhibited or to any sale 
or letting of such land or building or any effects therein or to any 
sale, entertainment or meeting to be held upon or in the same, or 

(c) relates to the name of the land or building upon or over which the 

advertisement Is exhibited or to the name of the owner or occupier 
of such land or building, or 

(d) relates to the business of any railway company, or 

(e) Is exhibited within any railway station or upon any wall or other pro- 

perty of a railway company except any portion of the surface of such 
■wall or property fronting any street. 

Explanation 1. — The word ‘structure’ in this paragraph shall Include any 
moveable board on wheels used as on advertisement or an advertise- 
ment medium. 

Explanation 2. — The expression ‘sky-sign’ shall, In this paragraph mean any 
advertisement, supported on or attached to any post, pole, standard, 
frame work or other support wholly or In part upon or over any land, 
building-wall or structure which or any part of which sky-sign, shall 
be visible against the sky from some point in any public place and 
Includes all and every part of any such post, pole, standard, frame 
work or other support, The expression ‘sky-sign’ shall also Include 
any balloon, parachute or other similar device employed wholly or In 
part for the purposes of any advertisement upon or over any land, 
building or structure or upon or over any public place but shall not 
Include 

(a) any flagstaff, pole, vane or weathercock, unless adapted or used 

wholly or in part for the purposes of any advertisement; or 

(b) any sign, or any board, frame or other contrivance securely fixed to 

or on the top of the wall or parapet of any building or on the 
cornice or blocking course of any wall, or to the ridge or a roof: 

Provided that such board, frame or other contrivance be of one continuous 
face and not open work, and do not extend in height more than 
one metre above any part of the wall, or parapet or ridge to, against 
or on which it is fixed or supported; or 

( 

•,(c> any advertisement relating to the name of the land or building Upon 
or over which the advertisement is exhibited or to the name of the 
owner or occupier of such land or building; or 
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(d) any advertisement relating exclusively to the business of a railway 

company and placed wholly upon or over any railway, railway 
station, yard, platform or station approach belonging to a railway 
company and so placed that it cannot fall into any Street or public 
place; or 

(e) any notice of land or buildings to be sold, or let, placed upon such 

land or buildings, 

Explanation 3.— 'Public place' means any place which is open to the use 
and enjoyment of the public, whether it is actually used or enjoyed 
by the public or not. 

3. Permission to display advertisement — .(a) No advertisement shall after the 
levy of the tax under section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 has been approved 
by the Central Government, be erected, exhibited, fixed, or retained upon or over 
any land, building, wall hoarding or structure within the St. Thomas Mount-cum- 
Pailavaram. 

(b) The Cantonment Executive Officer shall not grant such permission if 

(1) the advertisement contravenes any bye-law made by the Cantonment 
Board under clause (3) of section 282 and 283 of the Cantonments 
Act, 1924, or 

(ii) the tax, if any, due in respect of the advertisement has not been paid- 

(c) Subject to the provisions contained in sub-paragraph (b_) above in the case 
of an advertisement liable to the advertisement tax, the Cantonment Executive 
Officer shall grant permission for the period to which the payment of the tax re- 
lates and no fee be charged In respect of such permission: 

Provided that the above provisions shall not apply to any advertisement 
erected, exhibited, fixed or retained on the premises of a railway company relating 
to the business of a railway company, 

4. Permission to become void. — The permission granted under paragraph 3 
above shall become void in the following cases namely; — 

(a) if the advertisement contravenes any bye-law made by the Board 
under clause (3) of section 282 and 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924; 

(bj if any addition to the advertisement be made except for the purpose 
of making It secure under the direction of the Cantonment Executive 
Officer; 

(c) if any material change be made in the advertisement or any part thereon; 

(d) if the advertisement or any part thereof falls otherwise than through 

accident; 

(e) if any addition or alteration be made to, or in the building wall or 

structure upon or over which the advertisement is erected, exhibited, 
fixed or retained if such addition or alteration involves the distur- 
bance of the advertisement or any part thereof and 

(f) if the building, wall or structure upon or over which the advertisement 

is erected, is exhibited, fixed or retained be demolished or destroyed- 

5. Contravention of provisions of Bye-Law^ — Where any advertisement shall 
he erected, exhibited, fixed or retained upon or over any land, building, wall, 
hoarding or structure In contravention of the provisions contained in paragraph 2 
above or paragraph 3 above or after the written permission for the erection, ex- 
hibition, fixation or retention thereof for any period shall have expired or become 
void, the owner or person in occupation of such land, -building wall, hoarding 
or structure shall be deemed to be the person who has erected, exhibited, fixed or 
retained such advertisement in such contravention unless he proves that such 
contravention was committed by a person not in his employment or undeT his con- 
trol or was committed without his connivance, 

8. Power to require owner or occupier to remove an advertisement. — If any 

advertisement b4 erected, exhibited, fixed or retaihed contrary to the provisions 
contained in paragraph 2 above or paragraph 3 above or after the written per- 
mission for the erection, exhibition, fixation or retention thereof for any period 
shall have expired or become void, the Cantonment Executive Officer may, by 
notice in writing require the owner or occupier of the land, building wall, hoarding 
or structure, upon or over which the same is erected, exhibited, fixed or retained 
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to take down or remove such advertisement or may enter any building, land or 
property and have the advertisement removed. 

7 Power to farm out collection of tax on advertisements. — The Cantonment 
Executive Officer may farm out the collection of any tax on advertisements leviable 
under paragraph 2 above for any period not exceeding one year at a time on such 
terms and conditions as may be provided for by bye-laws made under clause 3 of 
sections 282 and 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924.

— The following bye-laws for the laying out of streets, and regulation 
and prohibition of the erection of buildings without making adequate provision 
for the laying out and location of streets in St. Thomas Mount- cum-Pallavar am 
Cantonment, framed by the Cantonment Board, St. Thomas Mount-cum- 
Pallavaram, In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (19) of section 282 and 
Section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), are hereby published for 
general Information, the same "having been previously published and having been 
approved and confirmed by the Central Government, as required by sub-section 
(1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These bye-laws may be called the ST. 
THOMAS COUNT-CUM-PALLAVAHAM CANTONMENT (LAYING OUT OF 
STREETS AND REGULATION AND PROHIBITION OF ERECTION OF 
BUILDINGS) BYELAWS, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force at once, 

2. Submission of layout plans. — Any person intending to layout a site into 
separate plots for construction of houses within the St. Thomas Mount-cum- 
Pallavaram Cantonment area shall submit a Bite plan in duplicate (one copy on 
tracing cloth and the other in blue print) drawn to a scale of 20 feet to an inch 
(2.4 metres to 1 centimetre) showing the boundaries of site, North point, adjacent 
areas with topographical details and the proposed roads to be laid out for approval 
of the Cantonment Board. 

3. Minimum area for each plot. — Each plot proposed to be laid out shall not be 
les3 than 1J grounds i,e. 3,600 square feet (335 square metres) the frontage of 
the plot shall not be less than 40 feet ( 12 metres ) in length. 

4. Width of main roads and other roads. — The width of all main approach 
roads shall not be less than 30 feet (9 metres) while all the other roads shall not 
be less than 25 feet (8 metres) wide. 

5. Marking of building line. — A building line which shall be 10 feet (3 metres) 
away from the edge of each road shall be marked in the layout plan with dotted 
line. 

6. Open space to be left around building. — Notwithstanding anything contained 
In any other bye-laws for the time being in force, a space of not less than 10 
feet (3 metres) shall be left), unbuilt from the boundary of the site adjoining the 
road, a similar space shall be left on one side of the proposed building, a space 
of not less than 5 feet (1.5 metres) shall be left unbuilt to the rear of the building 
and not more than five-eighth of the total area of the site shall be built over, 
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7. Splaying of corner.— J'he comer of each plot at the junction of 2 roads 
shall have a space of 5 feet (1.5 metres) on both sides. 

8. Main roads.— All main roads proposed to be laid out shall be connected with 
the existing roads. 

9. Commencement not to be made prior to approval by Cantonment Board. — 

No person shall commence any construction on any plot in the layout plan with- 
out the layout plan having been approved by the Cantonment Board. 

10. Power ol Cantonment Board to sanction modify or reject.— The Canton- 
ment Board may sanction the layout plan as submitted if the same is in accordance 
with the Ibye-laws, or sanction the same with such modifications as the Canton- 
ment Board may consider fit or may refuse to sanction any layout if the land 
croposcd to be laid out is not a free-hold or patta land, 

11. Maintenance. — After the layout plan has been approved, the owner of the 
site shall hand over the roads to the Cantonment Board for maintenance after 
metalling the roads and providing side drains to the satisfaction of the Canton- 
ment Board at his cost by executing a gift deed in favour of the Cantonment 
Board, St. Thomas Mount-cum-Pallavaram. 

12. Penalty. — If any person contravenes any provisions of these bye-laws he 
;hail be punishable with fine which may extend to fifty rupees and in case the 
contravention is a continuing one with an additional fine which may extend to 
ten rupees for every day during which such contravention continues after con- 
viction for the first such contravention.
